I 
visited the hospital, and several of ihe cases 
of small pox outside of the hospital, and 
made full Inquiries into the whole 8ubject;of 
your Council, of two prominent physicians, 
and of some citizens. 


Tbe result was that I was satisfied lhat 


everything hid been done thai was necessa- 
ry lo prevent the spread of the disease. The 
hospital was well localed, small pox flaga 
were put up wherever casea existed, and bet- 
ter lhan all, a very general aud thorough 
vaccination had been ordered and well car- 
ried out. 


It does not seem probable ihaUmjJ! pox 


can continue much longer in your town un- 
less Iheie are too tniny of those careless or 
rectclEis persons who are trusting to onn 
vaccination In childhood, and aro still liable 
to vatic-bid. It should be made known to 
all the people, that such persons are In dan- 
g«orilie vnrioloM wuich a re-raccinalfon 
will certaM'j prevent. 


Thera were on Monday, seventeen cases 


oftbo disease in Warren, of which at least 
nftecn were modified small pox, commonly 
called variolold. I learn from good author- 
ity that no new eases luvo been repoiled 
since Monday last 
There is no possible 


cause for alarm to any one who has been re- 
vaccinated, and most certainly any panic 
upon Iho subject is utterly foolish and un- 
lustiuab'e at the present time. 


Permit me to suggest to your Council that 


a general and free vaccination every year 
would pievenl excllement like lhat of tho 
ast few weeks, «nd also ha far more econom- 
ical In the end.
